A Star reporter was informed by one of the 
gentlem en em ployed in the superin ten d en t’s

The 
policemen

A m em ber of that organization inform ed a 
reporter that six men had resum ed work at 
Cypress yards iiul lie did not state Avhether 
or not they were knights. 
There were perhaps tw enty or thirty strik ­ 
ers to be seen in and iibout the state line 
yHi'ds this m orning, watelung for tho pay car 
which was expected to arrive <luring the day. 
Ttiey wore perfectly « luiet and made no a t­ 
tem pt to interfere with the men at work in 
the S’ards or prevent the running of trains. A 
m em ber of the Knights of l^abor was asked 
w hat the m en would do after the pay car a r ­ 
rived, 
“They will get tlieir pay for the m onth of 
February," he repli*Ml,"after which som e will 
got their time and leave the 
city. Those 
that can secure em ploym ent with the com ­ 
pany will probably do so. Imt there will be 
m any for whom there will bo no vacancies. 
Those, of course, will either secure work on 
otiier roa^ls or leave the city.” 
Sup<iri;itendent D rake's office was l>esieged 
with strikers this morning, m ost of whom 
w ere anxious to be em ployed while others 
w ere pre s e n tto secure th eir time. Mr. Drake 
was out of th^s city, however, and tlie men 
\v*‘re therefore com pelled to wait until after­ 
noon to see Iiim. 
E arly this m orning one of thf* swit<*hmen 
empioyeci in Uie yards, w ent to the Second 
precinct and iitated th a t several strikers had 
jntorferred with his working: Several officers 
w ent to the yards with liim and no further 
eiTort was made to m olest him. 
The report 
th a t the .switcliman was m olested was denied 
by some, who claim that he waw afraid to be ­ 
gin work without police proteetion. 
The com pany has not yet nuvdeany attem pt 
to move night trains, but will probably do so 
som e time during the week.

l>roken. I have been astonished at much of 
revelation th a t has come through these recent 
disturbances, but nothing has been so su r­ 
prising as the-proof th at 1 have had of the 
w eakness of the Knights of Laoor; they have 
no such organization as 1 supposed. 
Theii’ 
dem onstraiions and assertions led me to be­ 
lieve th.em not only formidable but pra.*ticallv 
uncon» iuerable. R ecent history proved this 
idea all false. 
They are not strong; they are 
weak. They are not the sort of organization 
tiiat win victories: they are not what tliey led 
the public to believe them to be. 
'J'hey are 
readily overcome: so great was my appre h en ­ 
sion as to the strength of the Knights of 
Labor and so great was my fe;ir ctf the ou t­ 
come of the light made by them th at for a 
year we have been carrying hundreds of men 
on tlie Missouri I’acillc i>ay roll, for whom

no 
need. 
We 
were, 
paying them their wages only because we 
w(jre api)rehensive of the extrem e emei;gency 
to follow a strike by the Knights of Labor. 
Jiow wo llnd that the m oney siK-nt in this 
way was practically wasted. We can get all 
the m en we want w ithout having to call upon 
one single 
striker. In fact 
labor is over 
abundant in all the .strike districts. TUe Mis­ 
souri Pacific com pany has api>lications on 
file from thousands of men anxious for its 
service.
